Farm Sale 100 yrs. Ago 


The following article was handed in 
to the Star by Mr, George Reynolds, 
and was clipped from a magazine to 
show just how a farm sale was listed 
100 years ago. 

Ninety-six years makes a differ- 
ence in the type of articles sold at 
farm sales. Proof of this is.seen in a 
copy of a sale bill printed in 1849. 

This old-time Kentucky public 
auction advertisement read as fol- 
lows:— 

“Having sold my farm, and as I am 
leaving for Oregon territory by oxen 
team on March 1, 1849 ,I will sell my 
personal property, except two oxen 
teams, Bytch Ben, Len and Jerry, 
consisting of the following: Two 
milk cows, grey mare and colt, one 
pair oxen, one yoke, two oxen carts, 
one iron plow with wooden mole 
board, 800 feet weather boards, 1,000 
8-foot clap boards, 1,500 10-ft, ‘rails, 
one 60-gallon soap kettle, 85 sugar 
troughs made of white ash timber, 10 
gallons maple syrup, two spinning 
wheels, 30 Ibs, mutton tallow, one 
leen made by Jerry Wilson, 300 poles, 
100 split hoops, 100 empty barrels, a 
2-gallon barrel of Johnson Miller 
Whiskey seven years old, 20 gallons 
of apple brandy, 40-gallon copper 
still, four sides of oak tan leather, 
dozen wooden pitch forks, 22 rifle 
made by Ben Miller, 50 gallons soft 
soap, hams, bacon and lard, 40 gal- 
long sorghum, six head fox hounds, 
all soft mouthed but one. 

Sale begins at 8 a.m. Plenty to eat 
and drink. 

The sale bill also listed six Negro 
slaves to be sold with the specifica- 
tion that the same buyer must take 
all.as they were not to be separated.

beyond question that surface culti- 
vation is just as effective and much 
less costly in the control of our ser- 
ious perennial weeds than the old 
fashioned plow method..At the same 
time surface cultivation protects the 
soil from erosion.

. A field of oats to be used for this 
purpose must be permitted to ripen 
well. The threshing machine is fitted 
with all the concaves (in good condi- 
tion) and the concave bars aire closed 
as far as they will go—the machine 
is then ready for operation, The sep- 
arator should be operated slightly 


. above normal apeed. It can be speed- 


ed up by means of the the throttle on 
the ‘tracor, Threshing should be 
done on a dry day and the bundles 
are to be fed into the machine a 
little slower, This will result in about 
85% of the threshed oats being hull- 
led, Before feeding, the huiled oats 
must be put through a fanning mill 
to remove loose hulls, ‘ 
Farmers should titresh enough oate 
in this:manner every fall to provide 
them with sufficient hulled oats for 
weanling pigs for a year. The success 
in swine production at the Olds 
School Farm, speaks for itself. 
Farmers of this province are urged 
to try this method of de-hulling oats 


‘ing losses in weanling pigs due to ex-

Montres!|—Thirty-six special trains 
left Halifax last week over the lines 
of the C.N.R. carrying more than 
14,000 servicemen returning from ov- 
erseas, M. E. Doke, general passen- 
ger agent, said last Wednesday, 
Transporting these members of the 
armed forces will require 359 sleep- 
ing, 58 dining, 32 baggage, ™% coach 
and ‘13 hospital cars. 

Arriving in Halifax. Tuesday on 
the Aquitania, more than 8,000 
sailors, soldiers and airmen are en- 
route to their homes in all sections of 
the dominion. The “Yirst of the 17 
special trains carrying them left 
Halifax Tuesday at 11:30 p.m. and 
the last is due to leave at 11:00 p.m. 
Wednesday, There are 626 for the 
(Maritimes, 3,586 for other eastern 
points, 429 for Winnipeg, 3875 for 
Regina, 700 for Calgary and 535 for 
Vancouver, ,In addition there. are 950 
sailors for various destinations in 
Canada, and 862 other servicemen 
also for distribution throughout the 
country. 

The hospital ship Lady Nelson is 
due to arrive in Halifax Thursday. 
with nearly 500 passengers. Forty- 
seven are destined for Maritime 
points; 267 for other eastern points; 
49 for Winnipeg; 30 for Regina; 36 
for Calgary and 30 for Vancouver. 
On Saturday, the Pasteur is due to 
dock in Halifax with almost 4,000 
soldier passengers. Of these 2,454 
are for eastern Canadian destinations 
611 for Winnipeg, 228 for Regina, 102 
for Calgary and 328 for Vancouver; 
76 for various other destinations in 
Canada, ° 

In addition, seven specials, operat- 
ing as third sections of the “Ocean 
Limited” leaving Halifax each day, 
will handle 1,700 members of the 
Royal Canadian Navy, 


The world’s largest fishing grounds 
are off Canada’s east coast, Starting 
in July of this year, of Canada’s ex- 
portable surplus of fish, about 35 
million pounds will be allocated to 
the USA, South America, the Carib- 
bean Islands and UNRRA.
